Lawlessness in the Pennsylvania nes 
Anthracite-Region. 


Fiendish Work of a Secret Society 
of Brigands, 


Wholesale Assassination and 
Wide-Spread Rapine. 


Crucifixions, ‘* Coffin- Notices,” ‘ Death- 
Lists,“ and Church-Desecration.

PLyuoutn, Pa., Aug. 28.—The lawlesaness that 
has prevailed in the Wyoming and Lackawanna 
districts of the Anthracite Coal Regions of this 
State fora long time past—an account of which 
was recently sent to Tus Traisuns—atill continues, 
with no prospect of an early interruption, as the 
authorities in the infested places are either 
afraid or powerless to apprehend and imprison the 
outlaw leaders or their adherents. In some re- 
mote hamlets, where these so-called Molly Ma- 
guires rendezvous, the people are held under trib- 
ute, and the desperadoes defy the constabulary to 
approach their retreats. They also go so far 
as to send frightfully-emblazoned coffin-no- 
tices, threatening instant annihilation to those 
police officials who intimate or propose a raid upon 
their stronghold. As the Molly-Maguire organiza- 
tion has a very large membership, composed of 
desperate men, who will not stop at the perpetra- 
tion of any deed to accomplish their evil ends, and 
have lodges in every section of the coal-country,

The power of the Mollies is great. The Society 
has controlled nominations and operated elections, 
sometimes for one party, and at other times for 
another.

An Associated Press dispatch from Utica,

torily refuse to allow his name to re- 
main on the ticket. He had so declared 
previous to the nomination, alleging ill-health 
as the reason why he could not undertake 
the canvass, but from previous experience in 
this sort of thing the Convention took it 
for granted that Mr. Szrmove only need- 
ed the flattery of a unanimous nom- 
ination to insure his acceptance. 
If, as appears certain, the announcement 
from Utica is made with Gov. Szyrmovr’s 
authority, the vacancy must be filled by the 
State Central Committee, unless they suc- 
ceed in overcoming his evidently sincere re- 
luctance to enter upon a task which is neither 
agreeable to his tastes nor likely to result in 
success. 


The recent dispatch from Constantinople 
stating that the Cabinet Council was resolved 
to depose the present Sultan Murap, and 
place ADL Hamep in his position, invests 
the latter with a transient interest. He was 
born in 1842, and is the second son of ABpuL 


Mn Kua. His mother died young, 


and his father gratified him in all of his 
wishes. He commenced harem life early, 
but, having a stronger constitution than his 
brother Murap, his excesses have not se- 
riously impaired his health. He is not a 
drunkard nor a spendthrift, has one wife in 
chief, and owns several odalisques. He is 
an orthodox Turk, cordially hates the Greeks, 
performs his religious rites punctiliously, 
knows g little French, has a fancy for col- 
lecting stuffed monkeys and cockatobs, and 
will probably make as good a Sultan as any 
other Turk,—the demand for any ‘particular 
Sultan being short-lived in Constantinople. 
The present Sultan, his brother, will be 
kicked out at the forthcoming feast of Ra- 
mudun. 


THE WAR-CLOUD IN THE EAST. 

The Turks have probably conquered the 
Servians; at least, they have so far con- 
quered them that they are ready to submit 
their cause to mediation. It does not appear, 
however, that the war is over; on the other 
hand, there is room for apprehension that 
the struggle may be transferred from the 
narrow confines of Servia to the broad bat- 
tle-field of Europe, and that the Great Pow- 
ers, which have been watching the fight of 
the pigmies, may soon measure swords 
themselves. 

The foreign dispatches announce that the 
preliminary negotiations for peace are not 
progressing satisfactorily. Austria and En- 
gland desire immediate peace. Russia de- 
mands an armistice. Turkey opposes an 
armistice, and the Great Powers see in Rus- 
sia’s demand only an attempt to protract the 
present complications in order that she may 
complete her preparations for war. In Con- 
stantinople, Berlin, and London, the same 


_view is taken of the situation, and the night- 


mare of the Eastern question once more set- 
tles down upon the Great Powers. 

The attitude of Russia towards the Sclaves 
in the struggle with their Mohammedan op- 
pressors gives every reason to suppose that 
war is imminent unless the other Powers 
submit to Russian dictation in the settlement 
of terms. Her apparent passiveness in the 
presence of this conflict does not really ex- 
ist. The Russian Government has not taken 
any important step, but the Russian people 
have. The Servians would never have gone 
into the war at all but for the knowledge that 
they would have the moral aid, comfort, and 
sympathy of their fellow-Sclaves in Russia, 
and England and Austria would have pre- 
vented the war at the very outset had not 
Russia stood in the way. The sympathy of 
the Russians has not been altogether moral, 
but, on the other hand, very material in its 
operation. Russian soldiers have served in 
the Christian ranks. One Russian officer 
has directed the Servian movements on 
the’ southeast and another on the 
northwest. Russian subordinate officers 
have served in all the Servian corps. Rus- 
sian societies and individuals have sent lavish 
contributions of money and timely supplies 
of arms, provisions, and war materials. The 
hospitals have been filled with Russian 
nurses. It has not been considered a viola- 
tion of the Russian territory when the 
Servians have found it convenient to cross 
the frontier, and the Russian Government 
has never warned its subjects or prevented 
them from rendering assistance to Servia. 
The Prince Max has been surrounded by 
Russian military. strategic, and diplomatic 
counselors from the very outset, and there is 
no other yay in which, with an army largely 
inferior to the Turks in numbers, he could 
have held his ground so long and so well as 
he has, and, after being defeated over and 
over again, still occupy a position in which 
he is not compelled to accept terms from the 
conqueror, nor even be exposed to the 
for peace. 
The Russian press, from the of- 
ficial organs of the Government down 
to the least influential papers in the Empire, 
bave been unanimous in their support of the 
Servians, and have lost no opportunity to 
fire the popular heart against the Turks and 
the English. The religi question has 
been pressed on the hand and the 
Eastern question on the other, and these two 
questions sufficiently explain the attitude of 


The religious element of sympathy with 
the Sclaves is undoubtedly confined to Rus- 
sia. Individuals all the world over may 
sympathize with them as a weaker race op- 
pressed by a more powerful one; but Protes- 
tant and Catholic nations do not, for th 
reason that the Sclaves are neither Catholic 
nor Protestant. The Greek Christians are 
fanatical and bigote d as well as the Moham- 
medans, only legs ofensively so, but there is 
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no reason to that they are any more 
inclined towards Catholics and 
Protestants than the Turks themselves. A 
large element of the Russian population, 
however, is Sclavic, and the religion of the 
Sclaves is the religion of Russia. The peo- 
ple of Russia are therefore bound to them by 
two of the strongest ties—race and religion, 
and they have taken a personal interest in 
the war which has rapidly developed a pres- 
sure upon the Government it could hardly 
withstand, even if it were so disposed. 
Passive as it has appeared to be, however, 
there is little doubt that the Government 
is just as ready for war as the people, and 
will not need urging to come to the rescue 
of the Christians now as it-did in 1853. The 
question of supremacy in Asia is just as 
imminent now as it ever was, and just as far 
from settlement. A pretext for war grow- 
ing out of the settlement of the Turco- 
Servian conflict is just as good as 
any other pretext. So far as preparation for 
war is concerned between the two Powers 
most intimately related to the Eastern ques- 
tion,—England and Russia,—the latter is 
ready. The former is not. Russia has a 
powerful army of two millions. England 
has not yet mobilised her army, and has 
publicly confessed her inabjlity to place even 
the nucleus of an army in Egypt. If there is 
a sufficient pretext for dragging the Eastern 
question into the present mediation between 
the Great Powers, there can be but little 
doubt that it will find a bloody solution 
around the walls of Constantinople. There 
is a signiflcant warning in these words from 
the Russian Review of St. Petersburg : 
We were not ready either in 1612 or in 1812; we 
fought in 1853 for the protection of the Christians 
of the Balkan, without calculating our forces or 


weighing the chances of success, and still less were 
we prepared in 1863 to support the energetic check 


ef Europe. Yet in all these cases Russia has 
known howto uphold her dignity and honor asa 
nation, and the European diplomatists and leaders 
of public opinion will do well not to reckon too 
much on her unreadiness in the present crisis. 

‘ As soon as our Government, true to its 
historical traditions, shall consider it necessary to 
speak out on the question, and to support its words 
by the sword, all Russia will respond to the call. 
The Russian people will then show that its strength 
does not lie in Krupp guns, but in the justice of its 
cause. 


Per 7 by Prince Gortscuaxorr to the diplomacy 
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ADMINISTRATIVE REFORM. 

We print this morning in full the speech 
delivered last night by. Mr. Scnonz at Cincin- 
nati. It is on the subject of Administrative 
Reform. The Democratic party have made 
this subject of reform in the administration 
of the Government the great battle-cry of 
the campaign. There is not a Confederate 
from Maine to California who does not talk 
glibly of the corruptions of the civil service, 
and of the imperious necessity for its reform. 
Dan Voonners in Indiana, Ewmo in Ohio, and 
every Democratic candidate and speech- 
maker in the land, tell the story of Bexxnar 
and Boss SHEPHERD over and over again ; 
rolls every bit of official scandal under his 
tongue as asweet morsel; and shouts for 
that reform that will put these ‘‘ dishonest 
Republicans out and us Democrats in.” 

Mr. Scuunrz takes up this subject of official 
corruption, and treats it with all the severity 
of truth. He treats it as it deserves to be 
treated, but he treats it with candor. He 
gives the history of the demoralization of the 
public service by the Democratic spoils-sys- 
tem. This corruption preceded the War by 
thirty years, and, when the ‘Republicans ob- 
tained power, the evil was incidental to the 
civil-service system already corrupted and 
growing worse. The War merely increased 
the opportunities, until the whole abomina- 
tion was revealed in all its magnitude during 
the last eight years. Mr. Sononz points out 
the distinction between the errors of Gen. 
Grant's Administration and the Administra- 
tion the Republican party is now seeking to 
establish. The party at Cincinnati formally 
cut loose from all connection with respon- 
sibility for the corrupt civil service as it has 
come down to us, and by express resolution 
declared that the next Administration should 
reform that service. Upon that point 
the assurances of the Convention ob- 
tained overwhelming confirmation in 
the declarations of Gov. Hayrzs in his letter 
of acceptance. Im that letter the country 
had the assurance that if elebted the Repub- 
lican President would personally refuse his 
assent to the present pernicious system of 
appointments by the members of the Na- 
tional Legislature, and, that he might have 
the freedom and independence to enable 
him to work this reform fearlessly and to 
the end, he announced in advance that he 
would not be a candidate for re-election. 
We earnestly commend the comments of 
Mr. Scuvurz upon this part of the letter of 
Gov. Hares to the careful reading of every 
citizen who hasa hope and a desire to wit- 
ness the purification and re-establishment of 
the civil service of the country on a basis of 
honesty and responsibility. 

Mr. Scuvrz’s analysis of the letter of Gov. 
Hayes, and his exposition of the cer- 
tainty of reform in case Hayes be elected 


President, is equaled only by his masterly | 


examination of the probabilities of reform in 
case TILDEN be elected. We urge the careful 
reading of this part of the speech by all those

GOV. HAYES’ SINGLE CRIME. 

It remained at last for a German newspa- 
per—the New York Staats-Zeitung—to dis- 
cover the single blot on Gov. Hains es- 
cutcheon, and the solitary but enduring rea- 
son why he should not be elected President 
of the United States. The frightful crime 
of which he has been guilty, the recollection 
of which will follow him tothe grave, is 
that, as a member of the Centennial Com- 
mission, he voted against opening the Expo- 
sition on Sundays. This is what the New 
York Staate-Zeitung says. The Buffalo Freic- 
Presse, on the other hand, says that Gov. 
Hares did not vote on the question, because 
he was not present when it was considered. 
But the New York paper is equally positive 
that he did, and intimates that this will rally 
around him all the Puritan and ‘‘ mucker” 
vote, and deprive him of the support of 
liberal-minded citizens. All of which the 
Chicago Staats. Zeitung commends to the 
particular attention of Tux Trisunz. To 
which we reply that we are duly impressed 
with the seriousness of the allegation, and 
recognize the obvious inference that by com- 
parison with this heinous offense on the 
part of Gov. Hares (if he is guilty uf it), the 
career of Gov. TDA as a railroad-wreck er, 
his contradiction of himself in his sworn 
statements, his defrauding the Government 
of the taxes due it, his association with the 
Twzxp gang in New York, and his chronic 
disloyalty during the War, are mere bagatelles. 
We beg to be included among the liberal- 
minded citizens who favored the opening of 
the Centennial Exposition on Sunday. We 
advocated it persistently in the columns of 
Taz Tarom. We are in a position, there- 
fore, to appreciate fully the fact which the 
two Staats. Zeitungs are determined to 
make out, viz: That in voting 
against this proposition Gov. Harrs 
committed the unpardonable sin. But 
we humbly sue for time. Let Gov. Hates 
be granted an opportunity for denying this 
perpetual and icable aspersion. Per- 
haps he didn’t do it. Perhaps he didn’t vote 
at all. That will let him out. But if he did 
vote against opening the Exposition on Sun- 
day, let the National Committee have a de- 
cent opportunity for forcing him off the 
ticket before we are ask4d to desert the Re- 
publican party and i on that ac- 
count. It is so serious a matter that we 
should not act hastily or inconsiderately, and 
the Staats-Zeitung should not expect it of us, 
especially as it has not yet given up Mr. 
Tron entirely, though it almost treats him 
as a perjurer, and gays distinctly that his ex- 
planatfon is too thin.” Perhaps Gov. 
Hayes can explain this Centennial Sunday 
vote, if, indeed, he actually cast it. 
Perhaps it can be made apparent that, 
as President of the United States, he 
will have no authority to open or close ex- 
positions or any other institutions on Sun- 
day. Nevertheless we do not wish to be un- 
derstood as extenuating his crime if he com- 
mitted it. Thisis a free country, but no 
man should be permitted to abuse his per- 
sonal liberty by entertaining any individual 
opinions about Sunday that do not agree 
with the German idea. We are quite sure 
about this, because we agree with the German 
idea ourselves for the most part. Yet we 
think Gov. Har ought to have a chance to 
explain. 

SEYMOUR AND TILDEN. 

The New York correspondent of the Cin- 
cinnati Enguirer, writing on the eve of the 
New York Democratic State Convention, 
which on Wednesday nominated Szrmovur 
for Governor, thus foretells the result in that 
State :

The next 
choice of the Democracy of this State is Szrmour, 
who has so often declined, but is always ready to 
take office: Unfortunately for this statesman, 
in addressing a fAre-in-the-rear mob during the 
time of our late unpleasantness, he addressed (hem 
as my friends instead of fellow-citizens. These 
Aare proved fatal words to Ssrmovurn. Fifty 
thousand Democratic soldiers, voters in this State, 
since Monrox has raised the bloody shirt,“ pro- 
pose to vote as they fought, and if Srrmour, dy 
some disastrous mistake, be nominated over Judge 
Cuurcn, the State is sure for Hayes. 

Now, Seymour has been nominated unan- 
imously, and the 50,000 Democratic 
soldiers have been put at defiance. 
But the conjunction of Soon and 
Tito is ominous. In 1868, when 
Srymour was a candidate for President, TI 
DEN was in charge of the Democratic cam- 
paign in that State, and it was the frauds 
which were then perpetrated in order to elect 
Sryrmovr that called forth Horace Greeiey’s 
celebrated letters to TD n. Now, both 
Tripen and Szrmovur are candidates on the 
same ticket, and Tors clothed with the Ex- 
ecutive power of the State. Of course, no 
act or device, no matter how fraudulent nor 
how villainous, will be omitted in order to 
count up a majority in the State of New York 
for both of these men, whose history as par- 
ticipants in fraudulent returns is written in 
the records of 1868.

We may fairly assume that the statement 
of the Argus has been inspired, and we are 
not sure but the best way to test the matter 
is for Mr. TD to sue the New York Times 
for libel, as it virtually threatens, with an 
agreement on both sides that the case shall 
be brought to an immediate trial. Such a 
suit would give Mr. THD a proper.oppor- 
tunity for explaining away the contradiction 
of the two statements, which certainly bear 
prima facie evidence of perjury. It would 
also give the New York Tunes an opportu- 
nity for gathering together the evidences of 
Mr. Tross income from various sources 
not only in the year 1862, when he paid a 
tax on only $7,118, but for the term of years 
during which Mr. Tor paid a tax on an 
average annual income of only $15,000.

President. If Mr. Tom is conscious of 
his innocence, and satisfied in his own mind 
that he paid the tax on his entire income for 
the years that tax was imposed, we think 
this would be the speediest and most 
effective way of vindicating himself before 
the people.

We are 
of opinion that the Courts ultimately 
construed’ the law to require a return 
of the gross income of the year 
with the deductions actually provided by 
the law.

JESSE POMEROY. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Boston, Aug. 31.—The sentence of Jesse Pom- 
eroy, the boy-murderer, was to-day commuted to 
imprisonment for life, the Executive Council 
voting 6 to 3 in favor. It is understood that the 
case of Pomeroy has been most thoroughly re- 
viewed and examined by Gov. Rice and the Coun- 
cil of the present year, and every known source of 
informatiou has been carefully searched for any 
new facts, or evidence bearing thereon. This has 
been done more with regard to a right decision of 
the case than from any sympathy with 
Pomeroy himeelf, or any sentimental or 
morbid palliation of his crime. There is no 
doubt that the decision is the honest conviction of 
those upon whom the great responsibility of thig 
trying duty has developed. Public opinion has 
been much divided on the subject, and, perhaps, 
with all the knowledge respecting it which the 
Governor and Council possess, this public judgment 
would have come to the same result. At all events, 
there will be general relief in knowing that the 
matter issettled. Pomeroy will be remanded to 
the State Prison and placed in a cell 
by himself, and therein compelled to labor 
for his own support. The new prison now 
building has several of these working cells, and to 
one of these, when completed, Pomeroy will be 
taken, and there end his days. There is little 
danger that any future Governor and Council will 
ae pardon in his case, and, as the last 
Legislature changed the law so as to reqnire the 
Court, instead of the Governor and Council, to fix 
the day of execution in capital cases, we shall not 
be likely to have a second Pomeroy case in Massa- 


chusetts.

LUMBER. 

The receipts of lumber at the close of last week were 
over 84,500,000 ft behind those for the same time in 
1875. Manufacturers are reported to be holding their 
lumber back in anticipation of an active trade and bet- 
ter prices this fall, but even with free shipments from 
the other side (and they are likely to come soon, if at 
all) the receipts during the remaining three months of 
the season will scarcely be so voluminous as to make 
good the deficiency noted above. The receipts from 
Lake Michigan ports are considerably less, those from 
the two prominent manufacturing points, Muskegon 
and Manistee, being nearly 47,000,000 ft short. A few 
ports have gained and some have about held 
their own. The receipts from Lake Huron 
pointe below Alpena are much smaller than 
in 1875. From Jan. 1 to Aug. 18 Saginaw 
had shipped to Chicago 18,320, 000 ft, against 35,616, 000 
ft for the same time in 1875, and other Lower Lake ports 
nothing this season, except Alpena and Cheboygan, 
which, up to the 18th, had sent 30,000,000, which is as 
much as the twe ports sent during the same period in 
1875. Lake Superior and Canada ports were not, up to 
Aug. 18, credited with any lumber, but since a cargo or 
two have come from Lake Superior ports. 

The shipments from Jan. 1 to Aug. 26 were 36,000, - 
000 ft less than for the corresponding time in 1875, 
showing a smaller volume of business this season than 
last.
